Injunction Is Denied in Case of Benton 
Harbor and Attorney’s Fees 
Allowed. 


Judg:e Coolidge has just handed dow 
his decisions in the case of the Bel 
Telephone company vs. the City 
Benton Harbor and vs, the City of St 
Soseph. The Bell people bad asked 
for a preliminary injunction restrain 
ing the two cities from disturbing any 
poles it might erect on the streets of 
the two cities and alleged that the stat­ 
ute of the state allowed them to put 
their poles on any of the streets in the 
state. The attorneys for the citi«s con 
tended that the statute did not appl 
to streets in cities.

A 
farmer 
there died after two years’ illness with 
tuberculosis. Two years 
later 
his 
widow I'cnuirried. Her three children 
died of tuberculosis within live years 
after their father’s death. 
Next the 
mother died, followed by two of her 
second husband’s ehildren. Her second 
husband then died, after a lingerinir 
illness. 


The only living son inherited the 
place where all these deaths occurred. 
He married a wealthy girl, but within 
a year she died of tuberculosis. The 
disease spread to two adjoining farms, 
one deatn occurring on each. Last 
fall the only surviving member of the 
original family had to go to Colorado 
for his health. 


It is claimed that for miles on every 
side of tbe infected farm house, with 
the tw’o exceptions mentioned, there 
has not been a death from tuberculosis 
in twenty-eight years.

physician reporl^ to the state board of 
heaitli a case which is showing the 
ravages of consumption. A farmer 
there died after two years’ illness with 
tuberculosis. Two years 
later 
his 
widow remarried. Her three children 
died of tuberculosis within five years 
after their father’s death. Next the 
mother died, followed by two of her 
second husband’s children. Her second 
husband then died, after a lingering 
illness. 


The only living son inherited the 


Íilace where all these deaths occurred, 
le married a wealthy girl, but. within 
a year she died of tuberculosis. The 
disease spread to two adjoining farms, 
one deatn occurring on each. Last 
fall the only surviving member of the 
original family had to go to Colorado 
for his health. 


It is claimed that for miles on every 
side of the infected farm house, with 
the two exceptions mentioned, there 
has not been a death from tuberculosis 
in twenty-eight years.

Hi«ltlnK Iron. 


The working and works of tho groat 


ftrnacos in this country aro interesting 
in tho extremo to those w’ho aro fond of 
knowing tho processes by which faniil* 
lar articles aro inudo. 
At ono of the.^;o 
establishments 2,000 tons of iron ore, 
coke und limostone aro consumed eaeii 
day. Long trains bring this mixture, 
which is known to tlio workmen aa 
“ burden,” into tiie works. The cars 
are brought up on trestles und emptied 
into long bins. Tho furnace is kept full 
and burns continuously. The gases rise 
and aro carried off, und tho solid mat­ 
ter, gradually dissolving und softening, 
iteadily descends, when the space thus 
left vacant is immediately filled by the 
“ burden.** An examination of the inte* 
rior of tlie furnace would show a top 
layer of crudo material w’ith a tempera* 
turo of about 500 degrees F. A few feet 
below this the temperaturo of 1,000 de­ 
grees F. has flecomposed the limestone 
und formed carbonic acid and lime. Be­ 
neath this thero is a stratum with a tem­ 
perature of 1,500 to 1,700 degreea In 
thii; tlio iron is reduced from the ore 
and is taking up carbon. Below this the 
iron is melted und fills tho receptacles. 


Above the iron is the slag, which es­ 
capes through a liole at the top of tho 
hearth. 
At the bottom of the hearth is 
n narrow opening from which the cast 
iron is taken. 
A furnace is tapped six 
times a day and furnishes about 700 
tons of iron daily. Wlien tho furna«* is 
empty, the tap h«lb is rlosed with clay. 
Wiieu it is again filled, this clay is 
broken out, and the melted metal at u 
wliite heat flows down through tho 
channels, spreading to the right and 
left into the smaller depressions pro 
pared for its reception. These are so ar­ 
ranged that tho molds at the extreme 
edges fill first, and tiiose near the fur­ 
naces aro the last ones to bo completed.
